2. Major ASHOK ANAND (TC-10513), Bihar Rcgi 
ment ’ (Posthumous] 

{Effective date of award— \6th Mdy 1966) 

On 7th May, 1966, Major Ashok Anand was dctailod tc 
lead a comnany column to deal with hostiles in an area Jt 
the Mizo Hills. When on 16th May, 1966, after havins 
covered over 60 miles of extremely difficult terrain, the 
™i^ mi lA nproachcd thc objective, it came under heavy hostih 
IMG, Rifle and step Gun fire. The hostiles about 200 strong 
Dinned down the column and made further advance difficult 
Major Anand immediately deployed one platoon to returc 


the fire and led an assault on the hostile position with two 
other platoons from a flank. When he was very close to the 
hostile bunkers and trenches, he was hit by a bullet. Des- 
pite his severe wound, he advanced and reached within 20 
yards from the hostile position when he was hit by another 
bullet and was killed, but the objective was captured. 

In this action, Major Ashok Anand displayed exemplary 
courage and leadership, 

3, 15564 Naib Subedar BABUDHAN GURANG. 
Assam Rifles. (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of award— 6th September 1966) 

On 6th September 1966, a patrol of the Assam Rifle* in 
the Mizo Hills encountered a strong hostile position. Naib 
Subedar Babudhan Gurang, who was commanding the pitrol 
led an assault on the hostiles. Despite being wounded in the 
stomach, he moved forward and encouraged his men in thc 
fipht. While making the final assault on the position, he was 
hit by a burst of LMG fire and was killed on the spot. In 
this encounter, a number of casualties were inflicted on the 
hostiles and some arms and ammunition were captured. 

In this operation, Naib Subedar Babudhan Gurang dis- 
played exemplary courage and leadership. 

-1 5330715 Naib Subedar DAN BAHADUR GURUNG, 
Gurkha Rifles. 

{Effective date of award— 29th September 1 966) 

On 29th September 1966, Naib Subedar Dan Bahadur 
G uning wdiA a member of a patrol party in Jammu and 
Kashmir. When his Commanding Officer was wounded due 
to the explosion of a mine in the vicinity of an abandoned 
picquet, he, unmindful of grave danger, rushed forward, lifted 
the Commanding Officer on his back and tried to come back. 
He had hardly moved 10 yards, when another mine exploded 
and he himself sustained serious injurieLS, His courageous 
action was a source of inspiration to his colleagues who 
immediately rushed forward to rescue both of them. 

In this action, Naib Subedar Dan Bahadur Gurung dis- 
played gallantry and presence of mind. 

No. 22-fVt ) .t./67.— The President is pleased to approve thc 
award of the “SENA MEDAL , V“ARMY MEDAL” to tho 
undermentioned personnel for acts exceptional devotion to 
duty or courage : — 

L Lieutenant Colonel DEV RAJ KATHURIA (IC- 
7266), Engineers. 

Lieutenant Colonel Dev Raj Kathuria was Commander 
Works Engineers, Pathankot, during the conflict with Pakis^ 
tan in August/September 1965. At short notice, h© had to 
meet various demands of the units in that area. Lieutenant 
Colonel Kathuria displayed leadership, determination and 
organising ability in successfully undertaking the task of un- 
loading wagons and movement by road of operational engi- 
neering stores to forward areas. On 6th September, 1965, 
when Pathankot airfield was damaged by enemy bombers 
he organised its repair and kept it serviceable all Ihe time. 

Throughout. Lieutenant Colonel Dev Raj Kathuria dis- 
played courage, determination and devotion to duty, 

2. Major JAI SINGH (IC-9490), Grenadiers. 

Major Jai Singh was commanding a garrison in tho 
Rajasthan sector. On 17th and 18th November 1965, when 
Pakistani intruders in overwhelming strength opened heavy 
fire on his pent, he held on t o the post and encouraged his 
men to fight back gallantly. It was du© to his leadership and 
courage that the garrison was saved. 

In this action Major Jai Singh displayed courage and 
devotion to duty. 

3. Major NAND LAL POON1A (IC~ 13565), Grenadiers. 

Major Nand Lai Poonia was commanding a company of 
the Grenadiers in Rajasthan which formed part of the long 
range desert patrol.

Second Lieutenant Rajinder Kumar Sachar was LommunL 
ing a platoon which was detailed to lift anti personnel mines 
laid on steep slopes at a height of 8500 feet in the UrL 
Poonch sector. Although the slopes were very slippery and 
treacherous due to continuous snowfall, 2, Lt. Sachar, dis- 
regarding personal safety, entered the mine held and proded 
a stfi’e lane for his men to follow and work from. Even 
when wounded as a result of a mine explosion he continued 
to lead and encourage his men and completed the task in 
record time. 

In this opeiation, 2/Lt. Rajinder Kumar Sachai displayed 
cool courage, leadership and devotion to duty. 

5. Second I icutcnant IJ S. CUAUHAN (EC-57074), 

Engineers, (Posthumous). 

On 8th September 1965, when a battalion in J&K sector 
was under the threat of heavy infantry attack, 2/Lt. H. S. 
Chtuihan moved forward to lay minefields in front of our 
own position. Although his platoon came under heavy 
shelling and small arms fire, he encouraged his men who laid 
the mines without any rest and thus covered most of the 
vulnerable approaches. On 21st September 1965, wflien un 
advance by our troops was envisaged, he volunteered to make 
gaps through the minefield disregarding heavy shelling and 
gun fire. On a later occasion, when he was carrying out a 
similar task, he was killed in a mine explosion. 

Throughout 2/Lt. H. S Chauhan displayed courage and 
devotion to duty, 

6. JC- 17374 Subedar UTTAM SINGH, Artillery. 

On 15th August 1965, Subedar Uttam Singh was incharge 
of a gun position of a Battery in support of an infantry unit 
in the Jammu and Kashmir urea. When the Battery came 
under heavy enemy fire, he remained at his post and en- 
couraged the gunners to engage the enemy. Disregarding his 
personal safety, he moved from trench to trench and attended 
to the wounded and evacuated the serious casualties to 
safety, Subsequently, with the help of a few gunners he 
managed to extricate two tractors from a burning area and 
thus brought back two guns safely. Finally, he retrieved the 
remaining guns and the major part of the equipment which 
enabled the Battery to go again into action against the 
enemy,

7. 1509659 Naik SHIV SINGH, Engineers. 

Nuik Shiv Singh was commander of a section of a platoon 
which was detailed to lift anti-personnel mines laid on steep 
slopes at an altitude of over 8000 feet in the Uri-Pooncn 
sector. Although the slopes were very slippery owing to 
rain and snow, Naik Shiv Singh volunteered to lead his party, 
He forged ahead with his men, but as a result of an explo- 
sion hK light heel was blown off. Despite his injury he 
dragged himself to a safe lane which he had cleared earlier 
so that none of his men were exposed to risks in evacuating 
him from the mine-filed. 

In this operation, Naik Shiv Singh displayed courage and 
devotion to duty.

On 15th September 1965, disregarding 
extensive patrolling by enemy troops, and although he did 
not have any conventional explosives, he used anti-tank 
mines and blew up the track. On the same night, he planted 
more anti-tank mines under the track.

9. 2745988 Lance Nuik GANPAT KADAM. Maratha 
Light Infantry. 

Lance Nuik Ganpai Kadam was second-in-command of a 
section in a company in Rajasthan sector which was fired 
upon by Pakistani infiltrators on 28th September 1965. The 
Section Commander asked for a volunteer to go behind the 
position held by the infiltrators while the rest of the men 
kept the infiltrators engaged. L/NK Ganpat Kadam, with 
a small party, crawled behind the objective and forced all 
the infiltrators to surrender. He showed similar courage in 
the encounters with Infiltrators again on 9th and 11th Octo* 
ber 1965. 


Throughout, Lance Naik Ganpat Kadam displayed courage, 
determination and devotion to duty. 

Id. 71782 Lance Naik NARE BURA, Assam Rifles. 

On 18th November, 1965, L/NK. Narc Burn was com- 
manding a section oi riflemen which had to cross a river 
in a Icnvboai to reach then destination, During the fiisi 
trip, when the boat carrying two riflemen with some stores 
reached mid-stream, the crew lost control and it capsized 
throwing all its occupants into the river, While one rifleman 
and the crew swam across to safety, the second rifleman was 
being washed away in the fast current Discarding his 
own safety L/NK. Nare Burn immediately jumped into the 
watci and swimming out to the drowning man, brought him 
to safct\. 

Lame Naik Naic Sura displayed courage 
and devotion to duty.

On Kflh July 1965, Commander Rabindra Nath Dasgupla 
was in command ol INS Be as, which sailed from Bombay for 
Madras for maritime cxcerciscs. On receiving a distress 
message from SS AVRA on 18th July 1965, at 1530 hours, 
he immediately proceeded and located the ship at 2240 hours 
which had by then developed a laige leak. Despite darkness 
and extremely rough weather conditions, Commander Das- 
gupta planned the rescue operations and was able to rescue 
all members and the Captain of the distressed ship. 

In this action, Commander Rabindra Nath Dasgupta dis- 
played courage, leadership and resourcefulness, 

2. 1 leutenani Commander RISI RAJ SOOD, IN. 

On 23id February 1966, when INS Cauvery was berthed 
in Princess Dock, a major fire broke out on SS Janusha 
berthed nearby. A contingent of 54 sailors from INS 
Cauvery under the charge of Lieutenant Commander Risi 
Raj Sood was despatched to help fight the fire, Despite the 
fact that most of the crew of SS Janusha was away at the 
time, Lt, Cdr. Sood managed to control the fire and thus 
minimised the damage which would have otherwise assumed 
serious proportions.

4. Lieutenant HEMENDRA SAHNEY, IN. 

Lieutenant Hemendra Sahncy has been associated with 

several diving operations to assist diiTeient organisations, 
State* and National projects from time to time. 

In June 1966. Lt, Sahnev was in charge of the diving 
team which was entrusted with the task of salvaging undei- 
water sluice gates at Mandira Dam at Rourkela. The emer- 
gency gate ol the dam was found to be jammed at a depth 
of 50 feet. In order to make a plan for the operation, Lt. 
Sahney carried out an inspection dive and assessed the work 
involved. Thereafter, he dived several times along with other 
members of his team and completed the task successfully.

On ihe night of 18th/ 19th July, 1965, Lieutenant Om 
Prakash Mehta wa^ in charge of a scaboat of INS Bcas 
which was required to proceed to SS Avrti which had develop- 
ed leaks and was in need of assistance, On learning that 
the leaks were beyond control and it had been decided to 
abandon the ship, he undertook rescue operations. Despite 
hazardous sea conditions and darkness, he rescued all mem- 
bers of crew and the master of the ship in three successive 
trips. 
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Jn thi^ operation. Lieutenant Om Prakoah Mehta displayed 
courage, initiative and devotion to duty. 

6 Petty O nicer RANBIR SINGH, O, No. 44654. 

On (he night of I8ih, 19th July 1965. Petty Officer Ranbir 
Singh was eoxvvain of the scuhout of INS Baas which was 
detailed to provide assistance; to SS Ayr a which was reported 
to have developed major leaks in her holds. He had to 
make three successive hazardous trips to the sinking vessel 
about a mile away to effect rescue operations In bad weather 
conditions and in darkness. 

Tn this task, petty Officer Ranbii Singh displayed courage 
and devotion to duty. 

7. leading Seaman R. SINGH, O. No. 64386. 

heading 1 Seaman R. Singh was member of a diving tfim 
which was entrusted with the task of salvaging underwater 
sluice gates which were jammed at a depth of 50 feet at 
Mandira Dtam at Rourkela. Undaunted by the hazards in- 
volved in the operation, he repeatedly went down and helped 
in the execution, of the task by undertaking the major portion 
of the under water work.
